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The Rebuilding of Dean Academy 


The new building at Franklin mounts its slow ladder, and 
meantime the Acadeny "camps out" in hotels and straw-snops. The 
school is as full as is desired while its accommodations are so 
desultory; but within the year it will again pass the Gate Beautiful-- 
more beautiful that cefore--and gladly weldom ait who come. A 
class or nineteen were graduated at its commencement. Until the 
coming of Dr. Weston, Dean has peen singularly unfortunate in 
frequent cnanges ot instructors in all departments. It haprendd 
to some memvers of tris graduating class to have recited to forty 
teacners in tne course of their stay there,--a sorry happening 
indeed. But it is to pe expected, as well as hoped, that the era 
of permancy has now come. 

We only hear from tne ancient and honorable school at Westbrook 
that it is full and prosperous. From St. Lawrence through Dean 
to Westbrook goes the young Principal, and has a happy cnance to 
combine the merits of all three. 

Vermont has an ancient reputation as besne a good place for 
schools. Goddard Seminary at Barre has sustained tnis reputation, 
in numbers at least, ever since existence. It opens the year 
handsomely again with avout one hundred and twenty members. The 
great need of tnis school is some friend with equal largeness of 
heart and purse to endow it. It has a fine building, but beyond 
this has been tnus far self-supporting. A prominent divine remarked 
at tneir recent State Convention, deprecating the muitiplication 
of snall schools,--"If any man proposes to: give a hundred thousand 
dollars for tne founding of a new school, he ought to be indicted 
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before a grand jury." If said man is fmightened out of appropriating 
said sum to that purpose, let him seize the opportunity to give it to 


Goddard. It will equally immortalize his name.
